The work done by the city fathers 
Monday evening was largely of a rou­ 
tine nature, comparatively little of the 
work being of unusual interest. 
When President Johnson of the city 
council called that body to order Al­ 
derman Zakariasen, Drexler, 
Farrar, 
Fogelstrom and Graham were present 
to answer to roll call. 
The minutes of 
the last meeting were then read and 
approved. 
The finance committee reported that 
they had examined the books of the 
city clerk and city treasurer and had 
found them correct. 
They found the

The street committee reported that 
it had purchased the lumber and com- 
meiic* d t he work of plank ling the 
bridge between Kindred and Kingwood 
streets. 
Alderman Farrar stated that 
it was not his understanding that the 
bridge was to be redecked this fall, 
but that the committee was to make 
light repairs. 
However, the work was 
probably needed and he would not ob­ 
ject to it being done. 
Several alder­ 
men thought that it was understood 
that it was to be done this fall. 
There 
was some discussion as to the disposi­ 
tion of the old planking and it was fin­ 
ally decided to have it hauled to the 
Central hose house and used for fuel. 
The street committee was granted 
further time in the matterof the bill of 
for the street roller. 
The sewer committee reported that 
the sewers in the Second ward had been 
flushed and cleaned. 
Alderman Fogel­ 
strom wanted to know if the work of 
flushing the laterals cound not betaxed 
to the property holders, but it was 
the understanding of the council that 
they must be cleaned and flushed by 
the city at large. 
The special assessment for cement 
sidewalks was on motion ordered as per 
the report of the city engineer. 
The city engineer reported on the es­ 
timates of paving Eighth street from 
Laurel to Oak and the special assess­ 
ment was laid over until next meeting 
in accordance to law. 
It will be acted 
upon at that time and included in the 
taxes payable in 1908. 
A motion was passed permitting Dee 
Holden to transfer his saloon license in 
the Ideal to Shannon & Ridgeway, 
the 
bond offered by them being approved. 
On motion the purchasing committee 
was instructed to purchase of R. 
R. 
■Wise the steel sheathed building for­ 
merly occupied by Slipp Brothers as a 
warehouse, 
and which now stands in 
the rear of the postoffice, and have the 
same moved over near the hose house 
for the use as a building for the stor­ 
age of the steam roller, street sweeper 
and other tools, etc., belonging to the 
city. 
The street committee reported 
that Mr. Rowley would move the build­

That plea, heretofore m ade evident, 
will be Insanity, or m ore accurately, 
perhaps, m ental irresponsibility of the 
prisoner at the tim e of the tragedy. 
T he courtroom w as thronged with in­ 
terested 
spectators. 
Tile 
prisoner, 
frail and weak, alm ost to the point of 
collapse, sat behind her counsel, m an­ 
ifestin g com paratively little interest 
in the proceedings. 
O ccasionally sh e 
exchanged a few words with her a t­ 
torneys, hut only at rare intervals. 
The 
ev id en ce 
adduced 
tended 
to 
throw light. upon Mrs. B ra d ley ’s con ­ 
dition 
at th e tim e cf the 
tragedy. 
N ew sp ap er men anti p h ysician s occu­ 
pied the stand during m ost of the tw o 
sessio n s of the court. 
In 
each 
in­ 
stance the n ew spap er m en 
testified 
that at the tim e they saw Mrs. Brad­ 
ley, shortly after the shooting, she w as 
greatly agitated and tw o of them de­ 
clared sh e w as wild and haggard l o o k ­ 
ing. 
T h e purpose of the d efen se was 
to show 
her 
irresponsibility at 
the 
tim e sh** did the shooting. 
P hysician s 
who knew her before tho murder and 
w ho subsequently exam ined and treat 
ed her w ere put on the stand to show 
that lier physical condition w as such 
as likely to produce m ental aberration, 
or at least irresponsibility for her ac­ 
tion. 
A pathetic touch was given the case 
when 
Mrs, 
Bradley’s 
aged 
m other, 
Mrs, M, E. Maddison, told of an acci­ 
dent 
which 
her 
daughter 
had 
su s­ 
tained 
w hen sh e w as a sm all girl. 
One 
of 
her 
playm ates 
accidentally 
struck her on the head w ith a hoe. 
Slie w as ill for several w eek s and Mrs. 
Maddison testified that subsequently 
she suffered greatly from sev ere head­ 
aches. 
Colonel Kaiehn, a la w y er of Salt 
Lake City, testified that Mrs. Bradley 
visited him at his office in Salt Lake 
City and told him that she m ust talk 
to som ebody or she would go crazy 
and that 
wanted to talk to him 
because h e was a friend of Arthur 
Brown. 
Objection being m ade to the line 
rd testim ony being adduced, Justice 
Stafford held a prolonged conference 
with the attorneys for both sides, at 
th** conclusion of which he directed a 
tem porary adjournm ent of th e cafte.
